poor  unhappy  men  with  as  little  ceremony, 
and  confideration, '  as  if  they  were  merely 
wild  beaffo.  But  the  innocent  blood  that  is 
fhed  in  confequence  of  fuch  a  deteflable  law, 
mull  certainly  call  for  vengeance  on  the 
murderous  abettors  and  afters  of  fuch  de-* 
liberate  wickednefs:  And  though  many  of 
.  the  guilty  wretches  Ihould  even  be  fo  hard* 
^ned*  and  abandoned  as  never  afterwards  to 
be  capable  of  lincere  remorfe,  yet  a  time  will 
■undoubtedly  come,  when  they  will  ihudder 
with  dreadful  apprehenfions,  on  account  of 
tha  infofiiciency  of  lb  wretched  an .  ex  cute, 
as  that  their  poor  murdered  brethren  were 
by  law  rebellious But  bad  as 

thefe  laws  are,  yet,  in  juilice  to  .  the  free¬ 
holders  of  Jamaica,  I  mult  acknowledge^, 
that  tlieir  laws  are  not  near  fo  cruel  and  in* 
-human  as  the  laws  of  Barbados  and  Vir¬ 
ginia,  and  feem  at  prefent,  to  he  much, 
more  reafonable  than  they  have  formerly 
been,  many  very  opprd&ve  laws  being  now 
expired,  and  others  lefs  fevere  enacted  mh 
their  room.  '

by  which  we  ourjelves  are  protected}  and  ean- 
fequently  are  unworthy  to  be  efteemed3  ei-- 
ther  Cfmftians  or  Englishmen.  1 

e  Whatever  right  the  -members  of  a  pro* 
yiheial  afiembly  may  haye  to  ena&Ayr  lawsy 
;  for 
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for  particular  exigencesamong  themfelves, 
yet  in  fo  doing,  they  are  certainly  bound  in 
duty  to  their  fovereigo,  to  obferve  mok 
ft  richly  *  the  fundamental  principles  of  that 
eonilitution,  which  his  raajeky  is  fwom  to 
maintain ;  for  wherefoever  the  bounds  of 
■the  Britifh  empire  are  extended,  there  the 
common  law  of  England  muliofcourfe  take 
place,  and  cannot  be  fafely  fe$  afide  by  any 
private  law  whatfoever,  because  the  intro*, 
du&ion  of  an  unnatural  tyranny  muftnecef- 
farily  endanger  the  king’s  dominions,.  The 
many  alarming  infurre&ions  of  flakes  in  the 
feveral  colonies,  are  fufficient  proofs  of  this. 
The  common  law  of  England  ought  there¬ 
fore  to  be  fo  eftabliihed  in  every  province, 
as  to  include  the  refpeftive  bylaws  of  each 
province  \  instead  of  being  by  them ; excluded 
which  latter  has  been  too  much  the  -  cafe. 

■Every  inhabitant  of  the  Britilh  colonies, 
black  as  well  as  white,  bond  as  well  as  free, 
are  undoubtedly  the  kings  jubjefts>  during 
their  residence  within  the  limits  of  the  king's 
dominions,  a*id  as  fuch,  are  entitled  to  per* 
fonal  protection ,  however  bound  in  fervice 
to  their  refpeclive  makers..  Therefore,  when 
any  of  thefe  are  put  to  death,  w  without  the 
64  fiknmity  of  a  ju  ry  f  I  fear  that  th  ere  :  is  too 
much  reafon  to  attribute  the  guilt  of  murder 9 
to  every  perfofy  concerned  in  ordering  the 
'  ’  lame* 
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fame,  or  in  consenting  thereto ;  and  allfuch 
periods  are  certainly  refponfible  to  the  king, 
And  his  laws ,  for  the  lofs  of  a  fibjeth  The 
horrid  iniquity,  injuftice,  and  dangerous 
tendency  of  the  Several  plantation  ,  laws, 
which  1  have  quoted,  are  fo  apparent,  that 
it  is  unneceffary  for  me  to  apologize  for  the 
freedom  with  which  I  have  treated  them.  If 
fuch  laws  are  not  abfolutely  neceffary  for  the 
government  of  ilaves,  the  law-makers  muff 
unavoidably  allow  themfelyes  to  be  the  mo  if 
cruel  and  abandoned  tyrants  upon  earth,'  or 
perhaps,  that  ever  were  on  earth.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  it  be  faid,  that  it  is  impofti- 
.  ble  to  govern  ilaves  without  fuch  inhuman 
feverity  and  deteftable  injuftice,  the  fame 
will  certainly  be  an  invincible  argument  a* 
gainft  the  leaft  toleration  of  flavery  amohgft 
chriftians,  becaufe  the  temporal  profit  of  the 
planter  or  mafter,  however  lucrative,  can¬ 
not  compenfate  the  forfeiture  of  his  ever- 
lafting  welfare,  or  (at  leaft  X,  may  be  allow¬ 
ed  to  fay)  the  apparent  danger  of  fuch  a  for¬ 
feiture.  . 

Oppreftion  is  a  moft  grievous  crime  ;  and 
the  cries  of  thefe  much  injured  people 
(though  they  are  only  poor  ignorant  hea¬ 
thens)  will  certainly  reach  heaven  1  The 
Scriptures  ( which  are  the  only  true  foundation 
of  all  laws )  denounce  a  tremendous  judg¬ 
ment  againft  the  man  who  fhould  offend  e- 
D  ven

ven  one  little  one  ;  €fi  It  were  better  for  him 
u  (even  the  merciful  Saviour  of  the  world 
“  hath  himfelf  declared)  that  a  millftone  were 
*c  hanged  about  his  neck  and  be  calf  into 
f4  thefea,  than  that  he  ihould  offend  one  of 
Sfi  thefe  little  ones.”  Luke,  xvii.  2.  Who 
then  fhall  attempt,  to  vindicate  thofe  inhu¬ 
man  eftabliihments  of  government,  under 
which,  even  our  own  countrymen  fo  griev- 
Ouliy  offend  and  opprefs ,  (not  merely  one,  or 
a  few  little  ones,  but)  an  immenfe  multi¬ 
tude  of  men,  women ,  children ,  and  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  l heir  children,  from  generation  to  ge¬ 
neration  ?  May  it  not  be  laid  with  like 
juftice,  it  were  better  for  the  Englilh  nation 
that  thefe  American  dominions  had  never 
exifted,  or  even  that  they  Ihould  have  been 
funk  into  the  lea,  than  that  the  kingdom  of 
Great-Britain  Ihould  be  loaded  with  the 
horrid  guilt  of  tolerating  1’uch  abominable 
wicked  nets !  in  Ihort,  if  the  king’s  prerogative 
is  not  fpeedily  exerted  for  the  relief  of  his 
majeffy’s  oppreffed  and  much  injured  fub- 
]ecfs  in  the  Britilh  colonies  (becaufe  to  relieve 
' the  fitbjecl  from  the  opprellion  of  petty  ty¬ 
rants,  is  the  principal  ufe  of  the  royal  prero¬ 
gative,  as  well  asNthe  principal  and  moft  na¬ 
tural  means  of  maintaining  the  fame)  and  for 
the  extehlion  of  the  Britilh  conftitution  to 
the.  moil  did  ant  colonies  whether  in  the  Eaft 
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or  Well  Indies,  it  muft  inevitably  be  allow-, 
e'd,  that  great  fhare  of  this  enormous  guilt  - 
will  certainly  reft  on  this  fide  the  water. 

I  hope  this  hint  will  be  taken  notice  of  by 
thole  whom  it  may  concern  ;  and  that  the 
freedom  of  it  will  be  excufed,  as  from  a  Icy* 
at  and  d'jinterejlcd ad  vifer.

George  w  allis,  m hhjjf 

tem  of  the  principles  of  the  laws  of  Scot¬ 
land,  fpeaking  of  the  flavery  of  the  Negroes 
in  our  colonies,  fays  41  We  all  know  that 
they  (the  Negroes)  are  purchafed  from  their 
Princes,  who  pretend  to  have  a  right  to  dif- 
pofe  of  them,  and  that  they  are,  like  other 
commodities,  tranfported  by  the  merchants 
who  have  bought  them,  into  America ,  in  or¬ 
der  to  be  expofed  to  fale.  If  this  trade  ad¬ 
mits  of  a  moral  or  a  rational  juftificaticn, 
every  crime,  even  the  moll  atrocious,  may 
be  jollified.  Government  was  inftituted 
for  the  good  of  mankind;  kings,  princes, 
governors,  are  not  proprietors  pf  thofe  who 
are  fubjefi  to  li\eir  authority ;  they  have 
not  a  right  to  make  them  mil er able.  On  the 
contrary,  their  authority  is  veiled  in  them, 
that  they  may,  by  the  juft  exercife  of  it, 
promote  the  happinefs  of  their  people.  Of 
eourfe,  they  have  not  a  right  to  difpole  of 
their  liberty,  and  to  fell  them  for  Haves.  Re-*. 
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fides,  no  man  lias  a  right  to  acquire  or  to, 
purchafe  them;  men  and  their  liberty  arenot' 
{in  commercio )  they  are  not  either  faleable  or, 
purchafable.  One,  therefore,  has  nobo¬ 
dy  but  himfelf  to  blame,  in  cafe  he  dial!  hnd. 
himfelf  deprived  of  a  man,  whom  he> 
thought  he  had,  by  buying  for  a  price,, 
made  his  own  ;  for  he  dealt  in  a  trade 
which  was  illicit,  and  was  prohibited  by. 
the  moll  obvious  dictates  of  humanity.  For! 
thefe  reafons  every  one  of  thofe  unfortunate ' 
men  who  are  pretended  to  be  flaves,  has  a 
right  to  be  declared  to  be  free,  for  he  never 
loft  his  liberty;  he  could  not  lofe  it;  his 
prince  had  no  power  to  difpofe  of  him.  Of 
courfe  the  fale  was  ipfo  jure  void.  This  right . 
he  carries  about  with  him,  and  is  entitled  e- 
very  where  to  get  it  declared.  As  foori, 
therefore,  as  he  comes  into  a  country 'in 
which  the  judges  are  not  forgetful  of  their 
own  humanity,  it  is  their  duty  to  remem¬ 
ber  that  he  is  a  man,  and  to  declare  him  to 
be  free.  I  know  it  has  been  fai.d,  that  que- 
flions  concerning  the  hate  of  perfons  ought 
to  be  determined  by  the  law  of  the  country, 
to  which  they  belong ;  and  that,  therefore,, 
one  who  would  be  declared  to  be  a  fia^e  in 
America ,  ought,  in  cafe  he  fhould  happen 
to  be  imported  into  Britain^  to  be  adjudged 
according  to  the  law  of  America  to  be  .a 
have ;  a  doctrine  than  which  nothing  can  be 

more 
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fftore  barbarous,  Ought  the  judges  of  any 
country,  out  of  refpcct  to  the  law  of  ano¬ 
ther,  t;o  (hew  no  refpeft  to  their  kind,  and 
to  humanity  j  out  of  refpect.  to  a  law, 
which  is  in  no  fort  obligatory  upon  them, 
ought  they  to  difregard  the  law  of  nature, 
which  is  obligatory  on  all  men  at  all  times, 
and  in  all  places  :  Are  any  laws  fo  binding 
as  the  eternal  laws  of  juftice  ?  Is  it  doubtful, 
whether  a  judge  ought  to  pay  greater  regard 
to  them,  than  to  thofe  arbitrary  and  inhu¬ 
man  ufages  which  prevail  in  a  difiant  land  ? 
Aye,  but  our  colonies  would  be  mined  if 
jOavay  was  aboliflicd.  Be  it  fo  ;  would  it 
not  from  thence  follow,  that  the  bulk  of 
mankind  ought  to  beabufed,thatour  pockets 
may  be  filled  with  money,  or  our  mouths 
with  delicacies  ?  The  purics  of  highwaymen 
would  be  empty  in  cafe  robberies  were  to¬ 
tally  aboil  iked  ;  but  have  mm  a  right  to  ac¬ 
quire  money  by  going  out  to  the  highway  ? 
Have  men  a  right  to  acquire  it  by  rendering 
their  fellow  creatures  miferable  ?  Is  it  law¬ 
ful  to  abufe  mankind,  that  the  avarice,'  the 
vanity,  or  the  paitions  of  a  few  may  be  gra¬ 
tified  ?  No  !  There  is  fueii  a  thing  as  juftice, 
to  which  the  moft  facred  regard  is  due.  It 
ought  to  be  inviolably  obferved.  Have  not 
thefe  unhappy  men  a  better  right  to  their  li¬ 
berty,  and'to  their  liappioefs,  than  our  A- 
iiwrkim  Merchants  have  to  the  profits  which 
they  make  by  torturing  their  kind?.  Let

therefore  our  colonies  he  rained,  but  let  ,it$ 
sot  render  fo  many  men  miferabkV  Would, 
hot  any  of  us,  who  lhould-— -be.  (hatched 
by  pirates  from  his  native  land,  think  him- 
felf  cruelly  abufed,  and  at  all  times  entitled 
to  be  free.  Have  not  fchefe  unfortunate  Afri¬ 
cans,  who  meet  with  the  lame  cruel  fate,, 
the  fame  right  ?  Are  not  they  men  as  well 
as  we,  and  fia^'e  they  not  the  fame  fcnfibiH- 
ty  f '  Let  us  hot,  therefore,  defend  or  fiup- 
port  a  ufage  which  is  contrary  to  all  the 
laws  of  humanity. 

But  it  is  falfe,  that  either  we  or  our  co¬ 
lonics  would  be  rained  by  the  abolition  of 
fiavery.  It  might  occasion  a  ftagnation  of 
bulinefs  for  a  ihorfc  time.  Every  great  al¬ 
teration  produces  that  effect  j  becaufe  man¬ 
kind  cannot,  on  a  hidden,  find  ways  of  dif- 
pofing'of .  themfelves  and  of  their  affairs,: 
But  it  would  produce  many  happy  effects. 
It  is  the  fiavery  which  is  permitted  in  Ameri¬ 
ca  that  has  hindered  it  from  becoming  fo 
foon  populous  ■  as ,  it  would  otherwise 
have  done.  Let  the  Negroes  free,'  and  in  a 
few  generations,  this  vaft  and  fertile  conti¬ 
nent  would  be  crowded  with  inhabitants  $

Now,  as  freedom  is  pnqueftkmably  the 
birthright  of  all  mankind,  Africans  as  well 
as  Europeans,  to  keep  the  former  in  a  ft  ate 
of  flavery,  is  a  conftant  Eolation  of  that 
rights  and  therefore  of  juftice. 

The  ground  on  which  the  civilians  who 
favour  Ilavery,  admit  it  to  be  juft  ;  namely, 
confentj  force  and  birth,  is  totally  difputa*  • 
hie.  Tor  furely  a  man’s  own  will  and  con- 
fEnt,  cannot  be  .allowed  to  introduce  fo  im¬ 
portant  an  innovation  intolbciety  as  flave- 
ry3  or  to  make  himfelf  an  outlaw,  which  is 
really  the  ftate  of  a  Have,  lince  neither  con- 
fenting  to,  nor  aiding  the  laws  of  the  Jfociety, 
ill  which  he  lives,  he  is  neither  bound  to  p- 
bey  them,  nor  entitled  to  their  protection. 

To  found  any  right  ip:  force,  is  to  frus¬ 
trate  all  rights,  and  involve  every  thing  ih 
coafpfion,  violence  and  rapine.  With  thefe 
two  the  laft  muft  fa]l,  fmcp  if  the  parent 
cai^bt  juftly  be  made  a -Have,  neither  can 
the  child  be  born  in  flavery.  <s  The  law  of 
haljoDS,  fays  baron  fflonte/quieu,  has  doom¬ 
ed  prifoners  to  flavery,  to  prevent  their  be¬ 
ing  flam ;  the  Roman  civil  ;law3  permitted 
debtors  whom  their  creditors  migiit  treat 
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ill,'  to  fell  theuifelves.  And  the law'  of  na¬ 
ture  requires  that  children  ,  whom  thHr 
i  parents  being  flaves  cannot  -maintain, 
mould'  be  flaves  like  them.  Thefe  reaions  of 
the  civilians  are  not  juft,  it  is  not  true  that 
a  captive  may  be  flain,  unlefs  in  a  cafe  of 
abfolute  neceftity ;  but  if  he  hath  been  re* 
duced  to  ftavery,  it  is  plain  that  no  fuch  ne- 
cefllty  exifted,  iincehe  was  notflain.  It' is' 
not  true  that  a  free  man  caivfell  himfelf,  foe 
fale  fuppofes  a  price,’  but  a  Have  and  his  pro¬ 
perty  becomes  immediately  that  of'his  maf- 
ter,  the  Have  can  therefore  receive  no 
price,  nor  the  matter  pay,t  &c.  And  if  a 
man'  cannot  .fell '  himfelf,  nor  a;prifoner  of 
war  be  reduced'  toflavery ,  much  lefs  can. .his 
child.”  Such  are  the  fentimenfcs  of  thisil- 
Itittrious  civilian;  his  reafonings,  which! 
have  been  obliged  to  contract,  the  reader  in* 
teretted  in  this  fubject,  will  do  welt  to  eon^ 
flslt  at  large..
